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Guiding Harbor to host Family Picnic for community 


Guiding Harbor is hosting a Family 
Picnic at Girlstown Residential, 11875

a.m. — 2 p.m. We open the residence to the 
public annually and provide tours of the 
home. 

Foster and adoptive families, staff 
and their families, and members of the 
community come together at the Family 
Picnic to eat, celebrate, enjoy crafts, 
games, and fellowship. Backpacks and 
supplies are provided to our foster children 
in preparation for the school year to come. 
This free event is a great opportunity for 
you to see the work being done in your 
community. 

We are very proud of the work being 
done at Guiding Harbor with Michigan’s 
foster children and their families. People 
often remark that the work we do must 
be so sad. While it is sad that parents and 
children experience hardships, it is also 
very rewarding to support families as they 
overcome challenges and find success. The 
foster care system is imperfect, but we 
have seen vast improvements over time. 

The earliest form of orphanages in the 
U.S. were created in the 1700s. They were 
established to care not only for children 
whose parents died, but also children from 
families who were unable to care for them 
due to poverty or addiction. As a result of 
the population boom, influx of immigrants, 
and widespread poverty, orphanages often 
were overcrowded, understaffed, and 
lacked resources for proper care. While 
orphanages were better for the children 
than the streets, they still could not provide 
what every child needed and deserved—a 
family environment in which they could 
grow and thrive. 

From the 1850s — 1930s thousands of 
orphaned, abandoned, or homeless children 
were placed on trains and sent from 
Eastern cities, primarily New York, to rural 
areas in the Midwest and other regions for 
adoption or foster care. This was known 
as the “Orphan Train.” The primary goal 
was to relocate these children to rural 
families where they could have a better 
chance at a stable and productive life. The 
belief was that rural families could offer a 
more wholesome environment compared 
to the crowded and often impoverished 
conditions of city orphanages. The orphan 
trains moved approximately 200,000 
children over the years. While many of 
these children found loving and supportive 
homes, the experience was mixed. Some 
faced hardships, including being separated 
from siblings or facing challenges in 
adapting to new environments. 

Beginning in 1860, boarding schools 
for Native children were established 
to assimilate the children into White

American society by requiring children 
to ignore their languages, customs, and 
beliefs often under the threat of physical 
punishment and even torture. U.S. Native 
children were forcibly removed from their 
homes, families and communities. They 
were taken to boarding schools throughout 
the U.S. Many children never returned 
home. 

During the early to mid-20th Century, 
orphanages were overcrowded and in poor 
condition. There was a lack of individual 
attention given to the children and their 
needs were not being met. White children 
and Black children were placed in separate 
orphanages. The conditions for Black 
children were even more abhorrent than 
for their White counterparts. There was 
inconsistent care and a high potential for 
abuse. 

Thanks to reformers pushing for change, 
by the 1950s we saw an end to most 
orphanages in the U.S. This is the time in 
which Girlstown was opened in Belleville 
with the vision for a rehabilitative program 
not a soulless institution. In the 1960s, 
foster care had become a government- 
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funded program. 

Prevention programs emerged in the 
1970s to help children from entering foster 
care. U.S. Congress passed the Indian 
Child Welfare Act (ICWA) to protect the 
best interests of children and promote the 
stability and security of Indian Tribes and 
Native families. 

African American children were, 
and continue to be, disproportionately 
represented in the foster care system. The 
Fleming Rule, a legal principle in the U.S., 
focused on the best interests of the child 
but resulted in greater surveillance of 
poor families, where poverty was at times 
misrepresented as “neglect.” The foster 
care system sometimes failed to provide 
equitable resources and support for African 
American families, which impacted their 
ability to retain custody of their children or 
successfully navigate the system. 

While the origins of foster care have 
garnered mistrust of the system, the recent 
decades have given way to significant 
system reform. There are many more 
resources available for birth families, 
foster families, relatives and agencies. 
Strict oversight and regulation, as well 
as better training for professionals and 
foster parents, has resulted in improved 
child safety. Advances in science and a 
better understanding of human behavior, 
better positions us to promote healing from 
trauma, substance use, and mental illness.

Even with all these improvements, stigma 
and misconceptions about foster care 
leave the community with questions and 
uncertainty. 

Currently in Michigan, there are around 
10,000 children in foster care. Most 
children enter foster care due to reasons 
of neglect. More than half of the children 
in care will return home to their parent(s). 
Approximately 1,600 children last year 
were adopted from foster care and 1,300 
young people “age out” of the system each 
year. 

Guiding Harbor began providing Foster 
Care case management in 1989 and has 
served hundreds of children. While the 
uncertainty of the child welfare system is 
imbedded into societal opinions, Guiding 
Harbor strives to change the narrative about 
foster care. We leverage the small size of 
our agency to guarantee individualized 
experience for those we serve. We practice 
ethical and transparent service delivery 
to create more positive outcomes for 
children. We are committed to inclusivity 
and creating space for all children and 
families to thrive.

Huron River 
Watershed Council 
listens to Belleville 


In its latest report online, the Huron River 
Watershed Council reports on two listening 
sessions it had with Belleville residents 
in January about their perspectives on 
the Huron River and local water. Since 
spring 2023 they have been reaching out to 
residents in three Huron River Watershed 
communities to hear their concerns about 
clean water. They also listened to residents 
of Ypsilanti and Flat Rock. 

The report said Belleville Lake is thought 
of as the crown jewel of the Belleville 
community, but the water quality of the 
lake has degraded over time. Upstream 
pollution is seen as a primary driver of 
declining water quality. 

Boating is one of most common water- 
related activities in the Belleville area, but 
many residents avoid swimming due to 
concerns about water quality and health 
impacts. 

Algal blooms impede recreation and 
water-related activity in the Belleville area, 
the report said. Industrial pollutants from 
upstream, nearby businesses, landfills, 
and airports are of high concern, including 
PFAS as a primary concern resulting in a 
decline in fishing and swimming on the 
lake. 

The Huron River Watershed Council is 
seeking ways to help Belleville Lake return 
to being the jewel of the community. See 
its report on www. hrwc.org and tell them 
what you think.

The city of Belleville sent out an email 
message last Thursday, with an update the 
next day concerning trash pickup. 

On Friday, the update said: “Due to the 
transition to a new refuse collection vendor, 
garbage pickup services for city residents 
will be delayed until Saturday 8/3/2024 at 
6 AM. Please set trash out for pickup on 
Friday evening. Sorry for any inconvenience 
this may cause.” 

At a recent meeting, the city council chose 
Stevens Disposal and Recycling for its new 
trash pickup vendor. The present vendor 
Priority Waste is transitioning out and 
Stevens is transitioning in, thus the pickup 
problem. 

The city’s former trash collector was 
Republic Waste, but a year ago it sold its 
city pickup contract to Priority Waste. 
Although Priority Waste bid on the new 
contract this summer, after all was said and 
done the council indicated it was going to 
choose Stevens. Priority Waste offered to 
match the Stevens’ bid, which was lower, 
“dollar for dollar,” but the council did not 
take them up on that offer. 

Stevens is a family owned and operated 
firm established in 1988 and based in 


Peterburg, MI. It serves Southeastern 
Michigan and Northwestern Ohio.

Belleville Mayor Voigt mentioned the 
problems Priority Waste was having in other 
communities when the city turned down its 
last-minute offer. In published accounts over 
last weekend, Priority Waste representatives 
said the fleet they bought this summer 
from GFL Environmental, along with 73 
Michigan municipal contracts, turned out to 
be in very poor condition and although GFL 
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allegedly told Priority Waste that about 60 
trucks were undriveable and needed repairs, 
it was more like 200. 

People throughout the region are 
complaining about uncollected trash piling 
up in front of their homes due to Priority 
Waste’s current problems. The trucks are 
being serviced as fast as possible, with some 
being sent to Ohio for fixing, according to 
reports. 

We’re glad the city of Belleville, which 
provides pickup for our office building, 
is not one of the communities tied up in 
Priority Waste’s problems — except for last 
weekend’s late pickup.

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Romulus mayor chosen to ride in 
10,000-mile motorcycle challenge 


Romulus Mayor Robert McCraight 
has been selected as a participant in the 
gruelling, 10,000-mile-long 2024 Hoka 
Hey Motorcycle Challenge, according to a 
published report in The News Herald.

up skirts at Walmart 


Willie Eugene Davis, 42, of Van 
Buren Township is scheduled for a live 
preliminary exam at noon on Sept. 11 
before Judge Tina Brooks Green at 34" 
District Court in Romulus. 

He was taken into custody by Van 
Buren Township Police who tracked him 
down after a woman shopping at Walmart 
complained of seeing a small camera tied 
to his shoe after he crowded her and she 
dropped something. When she bent down 
to pick it up, she saw the camera. She told 
store security, who contacted Van Buren 
Police. The suspect had fled. 

On July 17, Davis was formally charged 
with a six-count felony warrant, including: 

e two counts of capturing/distributing 
images of an unclothed person (5-year 
felony); 

* two counts of eavesdropping- 
manufacture/possession of a device (2- 
year felony); and 

* two counts of using a computer to 
commit a crime (7-year felony). 

His probable cause conference was held 
July 31 before Judge Green. He was present 
from the Wayne County Jail via zoom. His 
bond is $10,000 cash or surety. 

Davis also was arraigned in 35" District 
Court in Plymouth on July 19 for using a 
computer to commit a crime and installing 
or using a device for eavesdropping. Bond 
is $75,000. A probable cause conference 
was set for Aug. 2. 

Davis is alleged to have used his 
cellphone to look up numerous women’s 
skirts on July 15 at the Walmart store on 
Ford Road in Canton.

Amber Kayla Nicole Newsome, 24, of 
Detroit was charged with fleeing a police 
officer-4" degree and driving while 
license suspended on Oct. 4 in Van Buren 
Township. A $2,000/10% bond was paid. 

At her Oct. 18 probable cause conference, 
she was scheduled for a Nov. 29 live 
preliminary exam. 

The exam was held before 34" District 
Court Judge Lisa Martin, who bound 
her over to circuit court for a Dec. 13 
arraignment on the information on the 
charge of fleeing a police officer.

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Victory Park in 
Belleville established to 
celebrate WWI victory 


The history of Victory Park at Five Points 
in Belleville was read aloud in 1991 during 
a dedication of the newly renovated Victory 
Station. A story by Julius Hill in the May 
1991 issue of The View Publication reports 
the details. 


Marie Roberts, whose husband Orlo 
Roberts was the first mayor of Belleville, 
read the brief history. 

In 1919 the park was purchased for the 
city by a group of citizens donating a grand 
total of $2,500. It was named Victory Park 
to honor veterans returning from World 
War I. 

However, she said, the local group in 
charge of maintaining the 2.89-acre park 
found the task difficult and later turned

it over to the county in exchange for 
construction of the Comfort Station. 

In 1985, then-County Commissioner 
Milton Mack turned the park and the 
station back over to the city as the county 
was amiss in maintaining it. Then, in 1986, 
the fund to remodel the building was started 
and the name was later changed from the 
Comfort Station to better harmonize with 
the park. 

Mack said the county had assumed 
control of the park and the station in the 
late 1920s but had abandoned maintenance 
of it by the 1980s. He said he decided to run 
for county commission because the county 
was being unresponsive to the needs of this 
region. 

After securing his seat on the county 
commission, he found County Executive 
William Lucas was amiable to letting the 
city take control of the park and station. He 
said after getting the county administration 
to approve it, it took about three months for 
paperwork. 

Park Gregory, a member of the city’s 
Parks and Recreation Committee, was 
praised, along with his wife Edna Mae, 
for “turning an eyesore into a beautiful 
lakeside park,” in the words of then-Mayor 
Glenn Silvenis. 

The Gregorys donated $50,000 to get the 
Victory Station renovation going. 

Park Gregory said in the early 1980s, the 
doors on the station were locked and the 
grass was left to grow unchecked. When 
the city or a resident took the initiative to 
cut the grass, the county road commission 
would accuse them of trespassing. 

That’s when Gregory called on Channel 
4 in Detroit to do a brief segment on the 
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condition of the park and station. Gregory 
said the piece by Mike Wendland was one 
of the first breaks for the city, as it was later 
given a 10-year lease on the property from 
the county. 

Then, in 1985, Mack brought the city the 
full deed to the park at the dedication of the 
LaSalle statue. 

Gregory said he started the fund drive 
to renovate the structure in 1987, as the 
building had no heat and faced rapid 
deterioration. In a year and a half, he said, 
the community responded and a total of 
$74,383 was raised through a letter-writing 
campaign. There were some construction 
funds left over, which were given to the 
city to help cover architectural costs. 

Gregory noted in the 1991 View story that 
Victory Station was no longer simply two 
large bathrooms, but a 50-75-person, air- 
conditioned meeting room complete with a 
small kitchenette. Doors on the restrooms 
also open back to the park for quicker entry 
and exits. Also, the building can be rented 
on a per-hour basis from the city for small 
groups. 

In 2022 city learned it had received a grant 
through the county to renovate Victory 
Station yet again, along with improvement 
to the park. 

Reportedly, a call for bids for the work 
recently was published by the city.
